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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arrhythmia recognition algorithm disclosed 
in Larnard et al distinguishes non-benign heart rhythm from a normal processing mode. Further, the differential between steps 103/104 
and steps 105/106 is once the time of occurrence of the peak of the R-wave has been determined at 103, R-wave peak-to-peak interval 
calculations and R-wave morphology calculations are performed, at step 104, and morphology calculation information developed at step 
104 is utilized in the event classification portion of the algorithm, at step 105.
